The most impactful next step is to call your representatives/senators to support HB 6.1 would suggest using the Ohio Clean Energy 
Alliance website https://'www.pmtectnhiodeanenergyjobs.org/ and select the “Call” button. By completing the simple fonn and 
selecting “Call Your Official”, the system patches you directly to the Columbus office of your representative/senator.
